OBAMA ACCEPTS PEACE PRIZE, MAKES CASE FOR WAR 


MCT 

President Obama cautiously accepted the Nobel 
Peace Prize on Thursday in Oslo, acknowledg- 
ing “the considerable controversy” surrounding 
his award because he’s accomplished little on the 
world stage in less than a year on the job and has 
just called for sending 30,000 to 35,000 more US. 
troops to war in Afghanistan. 

Given the stature of some past winners, and the 
ordeals faced by humanitarian leaders who've never 
won, Obama said “I cannot argue with those who 
find these men and women, some known, some 
obscure to all but those they help, to be far more 
deserving of this honor than I.” 

In his acceptance speech at Oslo City Hall 
on a daylong stop that’s irked some Norwegians 
because of its brevity, the president wove themes 
of optimism and realism. He spoke at once of the 
inevitability of some war and his belief in a “North 
Star” of faith in human progress. 

Obama hit on perhaps the central 
reason for the Nobel committee’s decision 
when he emphasized his belief that the U.S. 
must rely more on multilateralism to handle 
evolving conflicts. European frustration with 
former President George W. Bush’s unilateral 
approach, especially toward Iraq, has helped to 
fuel their investment in Obama as an alterna- 
tive. 

In turn, the president called on other nations 
to step up their commitments to U.N. peacekeep- 
ing efforts, nuclear disarmament and imposing 
serious sanctions on regimes that pose a threat 
to world stability. 

“Tt is also incumbent upon all of us to insist that 
nations like Iran and North Korea do not game 
the system,” he said. “Those who seek peace can- 
not stand idly by as nations arm themselves for 
nuclear war.”

Analysts say mysterious light was a missile

The failure of a new Russian intercontinen- 
tal ballistic missile during testing was the 
cause of spectacular spiraling blue lights in 
the skies over northern Norway, analysts said 
Thursday. 

Russia’s defense ministry said a Bulava missile 
was launched Wednesday by a nuclear submarine 
submerged in the White Sea, and its third stage 
suffered an unspecified failure. 

Photographs and amateur video footage 


of the bluish-white in the Norwegian skies 
have been circulating on the Internet since 
Wednesday. The ministry did not confirm these 
lights were the result of the failed launch but 
military analysts said the lights were clearly a 
result from explosion of the Bulava. 

“This kind of light show comes from a failed 
missile launch,” said Pavel Felgenhauer, an inde- 
pendent military analyst. “Russia has run free 
fireworks for the Norwegians.” 

The botched launch was the 12th test of 


the Bulava and its eighth failure, which deals 
another blow to Kremlin’s hopes that the sea- 
based weapon would become a cornerstone of 
its nuclear arsenal. 

“They will have to spend quite a long time 
trying to make it working,” said Alexander 
Konovalov, the head of the Moscow-based 
Institute of Strategic Assessment. “That is 
fraught with very negative consequences, up 
to the loss of the sea-based component of the 
Russian nuclear forces.”

Chicago grocery stores duke it out over perks, low prices

With consumers watching what they spend and retail- 
ers trying to compete on price, there’s a food fight in 
the grocery aisles of Chicago-area supermarkets. 

While market-share leaders Jewel and Dominick’s 
have been slugging it out, each claiming to have low- 
ered the prices on many goods, other chains, includ- 
ing Wal-Mart, SuperTarget and Meijer, are making 
their pitch. 

Who has the lowest prices? 

ATribune survey of leading supermarket chains in 
the Chicago area found that Wal-Mart does. That’s 
because the nation’s leading food retailer is able to 
take advantage of its massive, efficient distribu- 
tion network, according to supermarket industry 
experts. 

The trade-off, they say, is often on service and, 
at least here, convenience. Wal-Mart has far fewer 
complete grocery stores than Jewel and Dominick’s 
in Chicagoland, and none in the city. Jewel and 
Dominick’s also promote themselves as full-service 
markets with better specialty departments than dis- 
counters like Wal-Mart. 

The Tribune did two identical surveys, one Oct. 16 
and another Dec. 4, using a market basket of 38 items 
across the grocery aisles. On average between the 
two surveys, shoppers paid $128.96 at Wal-Mart, the 
Tribune found. SuperTarget and Meijer were second 
and third, respectively, at $136.18 and $136.40. Jewel 
and Dominick’s finished sixth and seventh in the sur- 
vey at $149.78 and $153.39. 

“What you have is a pretty good representative 
snapshot,” said Jim Hertel, a managing partner with 
supermarket consultant Willard Bishop. Wal-Mart 
comes out ahead because conventional supermarket 
chains such as Jewel and Dominick’s operate on a 
more expensive business model than discounters such 
as Wal-Mart or SuperTarget. 

Wal-Mart popularized the discount practice known 
as “everyday low pricing,” while traditional chains 
such as Dominick’s and Jewel primarily use a “high- 
low” pricing approach, industry experts said. With 
high-low, a retailer posts higher prices on some items, 
but serves up low-price promotions on other goods. 

“Tn general, we have found Wal-Mart’s prices typi- 


cally run ina national average 15 percent below what 
we would characterize as conventional supermarkets,” 
Hertel said. That’s close to what the Tribune found 
in Chicagoland: a grocery trip to Wal-Mart on aver- 
age costs 14 percent and 16 percent less than a trip to 
Jewel and Dominick’s, respectively. 

Jewel is by far the Chicago area’s grocery leader, 
according to industry publication The Shelby Report, 
which uses data from Nielsen Co. Dominick’s was 
second, 

Chicagoland is a big market for grocery promo- 
tions, and Nielsen’s Mark Laceky said that’s partly 
because of the clout here of conventional chains, 
which rely heavily on sales. In Chicago, for the year 
ending Oct. 3, 56 percent of grocery purchases were 
made on promotions, compared with 43 percent 
nationwide, according to Nielsen. Chicago was 
No. 1 among all metro areas. 

Jewel and Dominick’s have moved toward every- 
day low pricing this year, announcing —and heavily 
promoting— price cuts of up to 20 percent and up 
to 30 percent, respectively, on thousands of items. 
But they still operate primarily on the “high-low” 
model, which is more complicated and costly than 
the everyday-low-price approach, grocery experts 
said. 

Ensuring supply for lots of temporary deals trans- 
lates into higher inventory costs. So does emphasiz- 
ing variety, as both Jewel and Dominick’s do. For 
instance, Dominick’s has more than twice as many 
items as SuperTarget or Food 4 Less. “That all costs 
money,” Hertel said. 

In addition, conventional supermarkets tend to 
focus more on service. Several of them, including Jewel 
and Dominick’s respective parent firms Supervalu 
Inc. and Safeway Inc., handily beat Wal-Mart last year 
in the University of Michigan’s American Customer 
Satisfaction Index. (Other discounters weren’t mea- 
sured.) 

Traditional groceries’ service model usually relies 
heavily on in-store bakeries, prepared foods and 
meat and seafood counters, Hertel said. “Those kind 
of departments tend to be where a retailer makes a 
statement about the kind of store they are, but they 
are very expensive to run.”

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Jury convicts man of 11 murders 

A Cook County jury late Thursday convicted Andre 
Crawford of murdering 11 women and attempting to 
kill a 12th victim in a wave of killings that terrorized 
Chicago’s New City neighborhood in the 1990s. 

The jury deliberated for about 10 hours over the last 
two days before convicting Crawford on all counts. 

The convictions make Crawford, 47, among the 
Chicago area’s most prolific serial killers since John 
Wayne Gacy. 

The same jury will return Friday to hear evidence 
and then decide whether to impose the death 
penalty on Crawford. 

Crawford was arrested in 2000 and accused in the 
series of rapes and murders between 1993 and 1999. 
One victim was savagely assaulted and left for dead 
on Thanksgiving night of 1997 but survived. 
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1 killed in Streeterville blaze 

The woman killed in a Streeterville high-rise fire was 
identified by authorities Thursday as Beata Bihl, 

an 84-year-old German immigrant who lived in the 
apartment where the fire started. 

Bihl called 911 shortly before 1 a.m. to report smoke 
in her condo and then tried to get out—but never 
made it out her door. 

Didi Fosco, 55, who lives in the unit five floors 
above Bihl’s apartment, said Bihl lived there with her 
mother for many years until her mother died. After 
that, she lived alone. 

Twelve people were injured in the blaze—seven 
residents and five firefighters. 

More than 200 residents of the 44-floor building at 
260 E. Chestnut St. ran out into the single-digit, bitter 
cold after the fire broke out about 12:45 a.m. About 
300 firefighters were called to the scene.

PARKING FREEZE 


FIRM SAYS FROZEN 
PAY BOXES NOT 
CITYWIDE PROBLEM

Late for an appointment with an in-home 
client, personal trainer Meghan McLaughlin 
shivered in Thursday morning’s cold to 
feed the new private parking meter. But as 
she pressed, the dollar button stuck in the 
down position. Thinking fast, she pressed 
the quarter button. It stuck too. She threw 
up her hands. 

“It’s like the next shoe to drop in this park- 
ing meter debacle,” said McLaughlin, 37, of 
Lincoln Park. But officials at Chicago Parking 
Meters LLC denied that was the case. 

Of Chicago’s 4,200 parking boxes and 
600 meters, only about 90 weren’t work- 
ing Thursday morning, said parking meter 
company spokeswoman Avis LaVelle. The 
number was slightly higher than on a normal 
day, in part because of “frozen buttons and 
frozen-over credit card slots,” she said. 

Asked about the frozen pay boxes, Mayor 
Daley said it’s no surprise the extreme cold 
is causing problems. 


“There’s frozen parking meters, frozen 
water hydrants, frozen doors, frozen cars. 
They’re all out there,” he said. 

The old parking meters also froze, Daley 
said, insisting the problem isn’t linked to the 
pay boxes that have replaced meters around 
the city. 

“No, no, they’ve always frozen,” he said. 

If the toll-free number on the boxis called 
to report a non-working parking box, you 
can park for free, according to LaVelle. 

While Thursday’s frozen meters rep- 
resented a statistical blip, they revealed a 
willingness to be outraged amid the sim- 
mering resentment surrounding the more- 
expensive privatized meters among Chicago 
motorists. 

“People have the mistaken impression 
that there’s some kind of system-wide fail- 
ure,” LaVelle said. “It’s not accurate.” 

McLaughlin needed 75 minutes; the 
machine had recorded 40 minutes before 
it jammed. McLaughlin took a cell phone 
photo, tucked the partial receipt into her 
windshield and braced for the worst. 

She didn’t get a ticket. But when she 
returned an hour later, two out of the three 
buttons she'd pressed were still stuck down.

Kelly, who led the Bearcats to a 12-0 regu- 
lar season record and a second straight Bowl 
Championships Series bid, informed his team 
Thursday of his decision, a Cincinnati source 
said. 

“I am absolutely delighted to welcome Brian 
and his family to the Notre Dame family,” said 
Rev. John I. Jenkins, C.S.C., Notre Dame’s 
president. “He brings to us along and successful 
career as ahead coach, and I am confident that 
he will have even greater success here. 

“T’m also very pleased that he has put consid- 
erable emphasis on excellence in the classroom 
and that his student-athletes graduate at a rate 
well above the norm.” 

Kelly, 47, went 34-6 in three seasons at 
Cincinnati. Before that he was 19-16 over three 
years at Central Michigan. 

Kelly also won back-to-back Division II 
national titles as the head coach of Grand Valley 
State in Michigan.

This is a huge weekend for Matt Damon. 

He would have been happy with his star- 
ring role in the Clint Eastwood-directed 
“Invictus,” which hits theaters Friday. But 
“The People Speak,” a TV project he has 
been working on for years, also launches on 
the History Channel. 

Both projects appealed to Damon because 
they deal with the triumphs of ordinary 
people. 

“T didn’t hesitate when I heard I would get 
to be in a film directed by Clint Eastwood 
and work with Morgan Freeman,” Damon 
said. “And I am very proud of the television 
program because of what it has to say.” 

“Invictus” has Damon playing Francois 
Pienaar, captain of the South African rugby 
team when Nelson Mandela (Morgan 
Freeman) was elected president in 1994. 
Mandela turns to the team to help reunite 
the deeply divided country. 

“The structure of the script is you have 
one of the greatest world leaders of our time 
appealing to this other leader and forging 
a bond and basically saying, ‘I need to use 
you to do this, and this team exceeding its 
expectation. It was a metaphor for what 
the country needed to do because every- 
one expected them to not be able to heal,” 
Damon said. 

The story was so important, Damon went 
through a long preparation of learning a South 
African accent and developing his upper 
body strength so he would look like a world- 
class rugby player. Damon says with all roles, 
he works on anything that might destroy the 
illusion of the character he’s playing. 

There was a brief moment when Damon 
wasn't certain if he was the right person to 
play Pienaar—and it had nothing to do with 
acting. 

“T went to his house to meet him and 
when he came to the door, I just did this,” 
Damon, 5-foot-ro, said as he tilted his head 
back to mimic looking up to the 6-foot-3 
rugby player. “The first thing I said to him 
was ‘I look bigger on film.’”

Since 
then, the Oscar-winning actor (as co-writer 
of “Good Will Hunting”) has appeared in 
“The Bourne Identity” trilogy, plus “Ocean’s 
Eleven” and “Saving Private Ryan.” 

The actor also juggles a life in TV from 
the Emmy-nominated “Project Greenlight” 
to his current job as a producer and par- 
ticipant in the cable offering “The People 
Speak.” The History Channel show fea- 
tures dramatic and musical performances 
of letters, diaries and speeches of everyday 
Americans who helped forge the nation. 
Boston-born Damon reads The Declaration 
of Independence. 

Freeman is also part of “The People 
Speak.” He gives a dramatic reading of “The 
Meaning of July Fourth for the Negro,” 
originally delivered by Frederick Douglass 
in 1852. Don Cheadle, Kerry Washington, 
Rosario Dawson, Bruce Springsteen, Bob 
Dylan and Eddie Vedder also are featured. 

Damon spent almost 10 years trying 
to adapt Dr. Howard Zinn’s best-seller “A 
People’s History of the United States” into 
aTV project. After failed attempts with Fox 
and HBO to make the book as a film, the 
project came to the History Channel, where 
it is presented in a very basic format. 

“It’s actually the most sensible way to do it 
because it’s using words, actual words, and it 
makes it so much more compelling because 
it’s very hard to give history, to talk about 
history, in a two-hour movie,” Damon said. 
“This way it’s just using actual letters, and 
everything that’s being read has quotations 
around it. So it’s something that somebody 
throughout history actually said, usually a 
regular person, who stood up and changed 
the course of history.”

SORRY, NO PASSES 
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‘Princess’ creators didn’t 
set out to make history

For most of the last century, the Disney toon 
heroine was as white as, well ... Snow White, 
the studio’s first feature-film superstar, who 
marked her debut in 1937’s “Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs.” 

It would take 60 years for the Disney artists 
to begin painting their leading ladies with all 
the colors of the wind, including the American 
Indian Pocahontas (1995), the Chinese Mulan 
(1998) and the Hawaiian Lilo (2002). 

Only now, with “The Princess and the Frog,” 
have Disney animators put a black female front 
and center. Ironically, the inspiration for the 
new film came from two Caucasian men: cur- 
rent Pixar-Disney chief John Lasseter and the 
late Walt Disney himself. 

“The story really came from an initial idea of 
doing an American fairy tale, which hadn’t been 
done at Disney,” said “Princess” co-director 
Ron Clements. “And setting it in New Orleans, 
which is John Lasseter’s favorite city in the 
world. It was Walt Disney’s favorite city in the 
world ... Out of that, it seemed natural that the 
heroine would be African-American.” 


Discussion of the character’s race had some 
of the film’s principals bristling. 

“We walk around being black every day, and 
nobody talks about it,” noted Anika Noni Rose, 
who supplies the voice of lead Princess Tiana. 
“So, I suggest you follow your instinct and let it 
be nothing to be talked about.” 

Yet the “Dreamgirls” actress continued to 
talk: “The big deal is that it will quietly affirm 
to young brown-skinned children that they are 
special in this world,” Rose said. “And I think 
that it is a bigger deal to those of us who grew 
up without it and are now adults and have been 
waiting for it. It’s exciting to us because we 
know how important it is to our children to 
have, to be image affirmed.” 

Production was started on “Princess” in 
March 2006, long before the election of a new 
American president. “We tried to arrange that,” 
co-director John Musker joked. 

Musker continued: “We voted for Obama. 
That was about as much influence as we had 
on things.” 

But the coincidence isn’t lost on some mem- 
bers of the “Princess” cast.

“It is historical in the sense now that there 
is ‘Obama’ and “Tiana,” said veteran character 
actress Jenifer Lewis, widely known as “the 
black mother of Hollywood.”

Christian McKay didn’t like the comparison 
the first time he heard it. The words “You look 
a bit like Orson Welles” could send any young 
actor screaming back to his personal trainer. 

“It was at RADA (the Royal Academy of 
Dramatic Art), and I was incredibly upset,” the 
British actor said. “My generation remembers 
the older Orson being interviewed on ‘Merv 
Griffin’ and ‘Parkinson’ (a long-running BBC 
chat show). And selling sherry. And being enor- 
mous, 350 pounds! I thought anybody seeing a 
resemblance was having a go at my weight.” 

Perhaps they were. Or perhaps, as McKay 
(pronounced “Muh-K YE”) would learn, they 
were paying him a compliment. After doing a 
little research on the late actor, radio, stage and 
screen visionary, McKay was flattered. 

McKay, 36, made Welles something of a per- 
sonal obsession—reading the many biographies 
and critical studies of the man and then creat- 
ing a one-man show about him. 

When director Richard Linklater set out to 
film the Robert Kaplow novel “Me and Orson 
Welles” — capturing the young Welles as he was 
about to set New York theater ablaze with his 
adaptation of “Julius Caesar”—he dropped in 
on McKay as he played Welles off-Broadway. 

“There’s that luck-of-the-draw DNA resem- 
blance,” Linklater said. “But he has to arch 
his eyebrow, cock his head and give you that 
twinkle in Welles’ eye. Everyone on the cast 


and crew can tell you when they saw that first 
transformation. You're talking to this very 
charming British actor. Then the voice lowers, 
the eyebrow goes up, the head turns slightly 
and that twinkle in the eye appears. Everybody 
on the set would go, ‘Oh my God!’ Talk about 
goose bumps.” 

Linklater, “like every filmmaker,” is a Welles 
buff, knowing the contours of the “Citizen 
Kane” director’s career. But in meeting with 
McKay, Linklater realized he had done much 
more than complete the triangle at the heart 
of his film—Zac Efron, Claire Danes and 
McKay. He’d hired himself an on-the-set Welles 
expert. 

“T felt I knew alot about the guy, but Christian 
is the man who read all 96 books about Welles,” 
Linklater said. The actor knew, chapter and 
verse, what Welles was about in those heady 
early days. He didn’t just look and sound like 
him. “He brought himself to Orson Welles, the 
outsize personality, the sheer bigness, the sto- 
rytelling charmer, the confidence.” 

The confidence of the character spread to 
McKay himself. A film novice, he endured the 
kidding of castmates who were screen veterans. 

“People say, “You’re new to film; weren’t you 
intimidated playing opposite Zac and Claire and 
Eddie?’ Not at all. I was playing Orson Welles,” 
he said. “If I was playing myself, well, sure. Cloak 
yourself in a character like Orson Welles and his 
confidence becomes your confidence.”
